THE great tunnel and canal which are 


to furnish drainage to the valley of 
Mexico is nearing completion. It is one 
of the most important sanitary meas- 
ures ever undertaken anywhere. It is 
nothing less than the sewering of a 
country for which nature provided no 
outflow. The valley of Mexico, situated 
at an altitude of 7000 feet above the sea, 
is surrounded on all sides by mountains 
without a pass through which the crater 
can flow out. The canal, thirty-four 
miles in length, and the tunnel, six 
miles long, will open a passage for the 
outflow, and it is believed that this, one 
of the most beautiful and most fertile 
valleys in the world, will be rendered 
healthful and free from fevers.

There 
are times when praise is all right ant 
is acceptable, but a man cannot buy a 
auitof cluthea with praise, nor can hi 
purchase a meal ticket with the sami 
medium of exchange. 


Censorship over the press is no 


fashionable iu this country, and it i 
seldom undertaken. A certain specie 
of censorship has been attempted in 
Fresno from time to time. Tbe latest 
phaau of it has been the efforts to keep 
reporters out of the raisin meetings. 
Tho fact is admitted that there may be, 
and often are, business matters, more 
or less of a public nature, which arc 
best kept from the public for awhile. 
For example, if a wan ant ia issued for 
the arrest of a criminal it is better to 
keep tho fact secret till tliearrestia made, 
otherwise tlio criminal might learn 
of the fact and escape. But is there any 
reason why the public should lie fio | 
religiously excluded from 
the raisin ' 


meetings? Tho business is one which 
concerns the public. There are few per- 
sons in the country who are not an 
much interested iu the outcome of the 
proposed raisin combine aa in the suc- 
cess* of political parties. The raisin 
question is of vastly more importance to 
tbe people, tbe whole people, than any 
political success or defeat can be. 


All over the county, and in other 


counties, people look to the papers to see 
what is being done at these raisin meet- 
ings. Formerly the reporters were ad- 
mitted, and correct reports were pub- 
lished. But of late, for some reason 
which ia only dimly understood, those 
in charge of the raisin combine have 
seen fit to exclude reporters from the 
meetings. This shuts off all cliauce of a 
fuli, fair and free report of the proceed- 
ings. Sometimes the reporters are told 
that a committee liaa been appointed to 
give out to the press auch information 
as it is decided may be published. Any 
newspaper man knows that it is n hope- 
less case to get anything like a fair re- 
port from miclt a committee. In the 
first place the committee seldom attends 
to its business; but scatters out, each 
m ember- going, his individual way, and 
if the reporter gets any information he 
mast hunt up the committee. But, in 
nearly all canes the committee is com- 
posed of men who have no knowledge 
of what is required of a newspaper re- 
port. They make a botch of it as a 
blacksmith would do were he appointed 
on a committee to balance a banker's 
books. 
The Fresno reporters have had to put 


up with this sort of thing for some time. 
The impression 
which 
goes forth, 
whether correct or not, is that some- 
thing is to be hid, covered up, kept 
back, and if the reporters are allowed to 
attend the meetings, they might give 
something away. Perhaps the quickest 
way to change the practice would be for 
the papers to make no mention at nil 
of these meetings which concern the 
public, in every case where the report- 
ers are excluded.

It 
s badly in debt, and its property is 
»einj; foreclosed on by the People's 
Savings Bank of San Francisco for a 
iabitity of $30,000. There are other 
debts which will bring the total up to 


.5,000. 
"The directors of 
he association are

about by their leaders refusing to sign 
petition praying that the governrnen 
assume control of railroads when ior 
feited.

It had been boasted that 
$1700 had Iwen raised to meet these 
prosecutions, but be could tell them 
that $17,OGOand more had been expended 
in other states in vain attempts to estab- 
lish cicnseF for violating the liquor 
laws. The supreme courts of the elates 
which had passed on the liquor ques- 
tion all aereed that liquor ie one of the 
greatest evils of the laud, and tbe legal 
status of tbe matter baa been conclus- 
ively settled. 
It was now 4 o'clock, and Mr. Tup- 


per asked the indulgence of tbe court 
and jury till this morning. He said 
that he had a headache and high fever, 
and conld not do justice to his client in 
m speech of less, than two hours.

of Our Forests.

wheat and $74.OOU.OOO for jjoKl nnd sil- 
ver. The product d of the foresls enter 
into tho lifo of every one. Varnish, 
rubber, t^ums, resins, tan burk, cork, 
tool hamlli'3, dye Btuffs, \vnjjons, rail- 
road ties and cars, fences, telegraph 
poles, furniture, wharves, ships, bi»:tts, 
iniuifc houses, all are dntfis drawn on 
the foieat. The match industry ulone 
baa swept ciumumis areas dear i«l trees 
in Mit-hi^an, and p::lj»ab!y clmn^i-d the 
climate iu that an<t outer states. 


If for every tree that i.-; fcllvil a e.ip- 
M;£ was planted, it would still tax thu 
io>t bountiful resources of nature to 


replace what tiad been taken away ; but 
when it is considered that tho lumber- 
man ai-tually wastes morn th:in he u=c?, 
it is iiotfiur[jri«inn that thu rounded ob- 
servations of inivllitfent men agree that 
the consumption and destruction of our 
forP.°t3 now PO far outruns their repro- 
ductive c:ip:icity, that at the- present 
rate, a very few decades or even yours 
will tjfcc the forest J actually wi(-ed out. 


The evils produced by the destruction 


of forests are many and imnieili Ue. 
The Koman campayiiH iu the palmy 
days of the Koiuan empire, and even 
down to mediicvtil times, was covered 
with woods and groves, and gave L>irt!i 
to one of the finest and hardiest races 
the world Ima ever eeen. Iu modern 
times the campngi.a is one of the most 
pestilential 
legions of Europe. 
A 


deadly type oi 
malarial fever runs 


riot in it, nnd it ia death to sleep iu tlie 
1'ontine marshes at night. The cause is- 
universally admitted to be tlie destruc- 
tion of the forests, 
A B U clear demon- 


stration of the fact a number of treed 
have been experimentally planted on a 
peculiarly miasmatic section near Civita 
Vecchia. Ae soon us tho trees attained 
even a moderate growth, laborers were 
enabled to stay there with impunity 
during the (lav, nnd still more recently 
they have bee'n enabled to build houses 
nnd sleep in the district. In another 
section of thecampagna the priest of tins 
grand church of St. Paul planted trees 
Rml the deadly mahirial fevers immedi- 
ately disappeared. 


The record is precisely similar in some 


of the Western states along the line of 
the Mississippi. The, first settlers did 
not know wnai. malaria wag until the 
forests wore cleared, mid then 
the 


pconrge developed. It is the satne thing 
with the Ulaclc Forest of licnnany, in 
which—since the clearing of the timber 
on ah extensive scale—both malaria nnd 
consumption 
have been extensively 


prevalent. Consumption, by the way, 
is almost unknown in pine forest re- 
gions, and the sections in which these 
[lines Imve been spared are favorite 
iiealth resorts for those Buffering from 
the malady. 


But the commercial evils caused by 


the destruction of forests are quite as 
potent and demonstrable as those which 
uffect the health of community. The 
enowH of the Sierra, by their melting, 
eupply a considerable portion, of the 
water in the streams, but the destrac- 
tiou of tbe forests turns a blessing into 
a ciir^e. 
Below the snow line thu 


rainy lumber belt begins. Trees offer 
innumerable obstacles to the running 
off of rain. Their foliage not only con- 
denses the general moisture, but it ob- 
structs the force of the rainfall, and 
when this reaches the ground it is im- 
peded by the fallen twigs and leaves, 
and the "humus"or vegetable soil holds 
this moisture like ?. sponge. The roots 
form channels into thu lower soil eo that 
the water Hows out slowly and seasona- 
bly, 
instead of gullying out the land 


and ruahinic in unprofitable torrents to 
the eea. To tsum up the situation the 
outflow of water from a wooded water- 
shed is gradual and perennial; from a 
watershed denuded of treea it is tor- 
rential, destructive and wasteful. Pre- 
cisely as the slopes are stripped of tim- 
ber, "the streams below are either raging 
torrentd, bank full, or dry during A 
great part ot the year. The forests act 
Ha natural reservoirs. 
The evidence of 


this is very clear in the Santa Clara, 
San Gabrial, Tejunca and other rivers 
of Southern California, in which Hoods 
are frequent, while the bed is dry at 
seasons when even in mission times 
these streams were perennially flowing 
with clear water. 


Even if there were no other argu- 


ment., the irrigation Question has its 
clear claim to consideration. 
Water is 


vitally essential aud a price is set on its 
use. The value, according to inexorable 
loiiic, must increase with the popula- 
tion, go that it is essential in the high- 
est degree that the present capacity of 
tbe mountain water-sheds be preserved, 
and sufficient at least of the forests 
maintained to retard the melting enow 
and the delivery of rainfall, so that thfi 
springs and streams shall l>e maintained 
without torrents being formed. 


The argument for the preservation, or 


at all events conservative handling of 
the pine and redwood forests of Fresno 
county, is the more urgently called for, 
because the rapid exhaustion oi forests 
in tho United States indicates clearly 
that there will snon be-a raid on the 
lumber forests of California, far in ei- 
cess of anything now existing or even 
dreamed of. It. i? no exaggeration to 
gay that if this era ot destruction were 
inaugurated, the 
very existence of 


Fresno as a healthful, populous city 
might be threatened, and the surround- 
ing country become as did the Unman 
Campagna.

Germane to this is the fact that 
all the world,Populists not excepted, are 
in love with gold and silver. Tlnughts 
are entities more powerful than aworda. 
Until the love of gold and the love of 
silver is extirpated from the human 
soul, those metals must be the base for 
all circulating mediums. If the vision- 
ary schemes of Populists rould material- 
izc,gold and silver would take wings and 
tly from America. Populists would be 
lirst in pursuit of tlie. vanishing idol.

Transportation 
From Fresno to 


Tide Water by the Slough. 


A correspondent, writing on tlie sub- 


ject of seven steamers ascending the 
Haii Joaqutu to Firubamjhs, as recently 
stated in THE REI-DIILIL-AX, points out 
some facia which may be of interest to 
those connected with tlie canal project. 


In the year IStiS a trip waa sumiEta- 


fully made from Tulare lake to the 
ocean entirely hy water. U was the 
only effort of the kind, and haa long 
since been rendered impossible of repe- 
tition by the atltinj* up of the channels 
of the streams. The man who accom- 
plished the feat wag Richard Smith, 
ami the boat in which he made tbe jour- 
ney was built by himself. It wag R 
scow 16x18 feet, and was loaded with a 
ton of hay. 
Smith passed through 


Summit lake and Fish elough, then 
through Fresno slough into tbe San 
Joaquin and thence to £an Francisco. 
In the same year two :.ici:, mimed St^ne 
and Harvey, attempted the trip up to 
Tularo lake in the little steamer Alfa. 
They chose the wrong time of the year, 
and were stranded at a point only three 
miles from the lake. 


The ascent of the San Joaqnin by 


steamer up to the head of Fresno slough 
was a matter of regular occurrence up 
to Lhe tinm of the building of the rail- 
road in 1870. At tbe limit of navigation 
a storehouse wna eroded and called 
Uasa Ulancn, or the White House, and a 
town known us Fresno City was located 
near by. From this point stages ran 
ponth to VisiiHa und other points, ami 
eastward!}- to the mining sections.

fossil cuttle fish bone, of a type which 
vanishes at the close of the cretaceous 
period.

picturesque Davidson glacier. But ou 
we glide for a few miles and the tiord 
becomes too narrow aud shallow for 
large steamers, and with a tantalizing 
peep at the lofty Chilicat ramje of 
mountains the ship made a graceful 
curve and around we went back towards 
Glacier bay.

The tirst 
alf uiile is easy climbing, about a 20 
egree grade, over clear white ice with 
101 a pebble in one's way. But the ice 
s slippery and rubbers should be worn, 
nd an alpine stock provided. We now 
jegin to tind our way blocked by crev- 
sses, which arc difficult to cross, and 
;reat deep yawning chasms meet us. 
\'e work our way around and acroat 
hem as best we can and climb on ant 


We come to crevasses whosedepths 


are lost in darkness. Wo hear the j 
Burgling of waters beneath us as it ' 
orces its way to the sea. Some of these 
crevasiCE are so narrow we can jump 
across, others form impassible barriers, 
t would almost be worth one's life to 
iitompt to cross these. We j;0 around. 
)ur march is on aud up until from, 
aticue our party has dwindled down to 
! half dozen. 
We pause and look. The side of the 


glacier is smooth, but the center is all 
>roken with chasms and great high 
lunacies which rise and sparkle in the 
jun. The average movement of this 
stream of ice, aa reported by Professor 
G. trederidc Wright of Oberlin, Ohio, 
is forty feet per day, seventy feet in the 
center and ten feet at the margin. The 
glacier is fast receding, as appears from 
the fact that on the eaat aide there 13 a 
lateral moraine extending more than a 
mile from ite present position. 


Our party all refuse to climb any 


higher except your humble servant and 
one lone companion. We turn to tbe 
right, leave the glacier and climb up tbe 
side of a high mountain. On we climb 
until we get a view that takeg iu tbe 
whole country. North and in front 
lies the glacier, extending back twenty 
miles to the footof the white mountains. 
A great plateau of ice runs out into 
every valley, with as many arms as an 
octopus, twining around and holding in 
its icy embrace the mountain peata on 
'every side. To the west are. Mount 
Fairweather, Mount Crillon and Mount 
Crouse, towering up 15,000 feet with 
their heads clothed in eternal pnow, 
with the great chain of the Fairweather 
alps beyond. To the east the mountains 
are broken. It looks like a surging 
ocean, mountain 
rifling high above 


mountain until their snow capped sum- 
mits die, away in the blue ether beyond. 
To the south lies the beautiful glacier 
bay, with its unbroken line of icclwrgs

miles and miles away. We sit and garo 
for an hour. Not a word ia spoken. 
Oh. what a wonderful Birfit! This is 
the climax of our trip. Our souls take 
on the wings of inspiration, and we are 
filled with wonder, with awe, with ad- 
miration as we gaze out on this eccne 01 
nature.

n bags and fifty pound boxes shall be 
the same. 
The position of affairs as the meeting 


closed was just this: If the growers 
and packers of the San Joaqilin valley 
will stand squarely together there is 
more than a possibility that both will 
make, money. If they do not, thogrower 
will be out for sure, and the packer will 
iave a. hard time. If the combination 
»oes to pieces, which is yet possible 
though not probable, there will be a 
financial crisis in which many growers 
will be wrecked, for it is a well known 
fact tbat tho banks virtually ownquiti 
a number of thft smaller vineyards and 
not a few of the larger holders are work- 
ing with borrowed capital. If the com- 
bination is "busted" the price of raisins 
will be next to nothing and many vine- 
yards will not pay for the 
picking. 


There are many unpledged growers who 
have stayed out of the combine because 
of arguments "pumped" into them bj 
certain packing firms to whom the 
growers' weakness ia their opportunity
